| Detailed Account Direct From Dayton 





By Associated Press. 
COLUMBUS, O., March 26.—Gov. Cox received a message by 


telephone from Dayton shortly before 11 o’clock today. from John 
Bell, Bell Telephone Operator, in which it was stated that 200 
bodies had been found. The bodies were located by men in patrol 
boats. Bodies were found as far out as Wayne avenue, which 
is more than a mile from the river. At least one of those drowned

The number of dead will reach several hundred, according 


to Bell. Reports concerning the number of fatalities have been 
exaggerated, the operator told the Governor, yet, he said, condi- 
tions there were indescribable. 

The severe damage is confined to the territory along the bends 
in the Miami River, west of the main business section of the city, 
according to Bell. 

A morgue is established on the West Side of the city, and ef- 
forts to recover the bodies and aid the suffering will be pushed 
as rapidly as possible. Relief trains are near the stricken town 
this morning, and the water is receding.

DAYTON APPEALS BY PHONE FOR FOOD. 

PHONETON, O., March 26.—(Via Telephone to Chicago).—‘“Food, 
food, food and all we can get of it,” was the appeal that reached here 
today from that portion of Dayton north of the rivers. The plea came 
from a relief committee, which started out in boats and met an employe 
of the American Telephone and Telegraph Co., who, with the postmaster 
of this village, attempted to drive to Dayton with a horse and buggy. The 
telephone man immediately “cut in” on a line and transmitted the appeal. 

At least 500 are believed to have lost their lives in the district north 
of the river. Residents of that section had had no word from the south 
side, which is thickly populated and contains the business district of the 
town. The Relief Committee had gone less than two miles from Dayton 
when they met the telephone employe. They told him that any and all 
kinds of provisions were needed and the relief must come soon if in- 
describable suffering is to be avoided. 

Peace officers of Dayton who are able to get about at all, are swearing 
in all available men as deputies, commandering provisions and charging 
the expense to the State of Ohio. The available supplies are so slender, 
however, that 1000 persons on the north side of the river are already 
destitute. 

Efforts to learn the condition of the 2500 inmates of Old Soldiers’ 
Home on the west side brought a report that the institution was in no 
danger because of its location on a high hill. 


FIREMEN IN BOATS DYNAMITE BUILDINGS. 


WOLF CREEK, 0O., March 26.—(Two miles west of Dayton) .—Some 
damage hag been done by fire according to reports that have reached the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. here from Dayton, but all conflagrations 
are believed to have been controled. The Dayton Fire Department worked

There are hundreds of homeless persons in the city, but most of them 
are being cared for by citizens whose homes were above the water level. 

Excepting a railroad bridge or two, all such structures leading into 
the city have been washed away. The Union Station was still under 
water this morning. | 

The water extends from River street on the north, Summit street 
on the west and High street on the east past the southern borders of 
the city. This covers the main part of the town and the most thickly 
populated section. 

Reports received here had it that a woman has been marooned on 
top of a moving van in the middle of Broadway since 10 o'clock yess 
terday morning. She and two men were trying to cross the flood in the 
moving van when the vehicle tipped. One of the men was thrown out 
and drowned and the other got on the horse, and, although swept away, 
is thought to have reached safety. The woman clung to the top of the 
van. 

Among the concerns reported destroyed by fire is the Rike-Kumler 
Dry Goods store, but this is not confirmed. 


The following account of the flood at Dayton is written by the 
Associated Press correspondent, who is isolated in his office in that 
city. It is telephoned to Xenia, and telegraphed from there. The 
correspondent’s telephone still 1s working, but because it has been 
impossible for him to leave his office, an accurate detailed story, 
covering happenings and conditions all over the city, could not be 
obtained at this time. 





DAYTON, O., March 26—The crest of the Dayton flood passed 
about midnight, but the next few hours showed: no appreciable 
lowering in the water. 

Morning brought little hope of immediate relief to those who 
had speat the night in horror, however, and it is feared the num- 
ber of drowned had been greatly increased during the 12 hours 
of darkness. 

The rescue work looked as hopeless as on yesterday. No one 
in the city attempted to sleep. F 

It was not believed the rescuers would be able to make any 
advance into the flooded district today; but will have to content 
themselves with saving those who were marooned within a few doors 
of the water’s edge. 3 

More than 70,000 persons either were unable to reach their 
homes or held in their water-locked houses were unable to reach land. 

The inundated district is estimated as more than 15 square 
miles, most of which is under from six to 18 feet of water. No 
communication could be established with those in the commercial 
districts and any attempt to say whether any or all of them drowned 
1s merest conjecture.

Drowned in Indianapolis

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Mareh 26.—From what seems to be authentic in- 
formation, fourteen persons are known to have been drowned in West Indianap- 
olis as the result of the breaking of the Morris street levee last night. 
Rescuers say that a family ot six, father, mother and four children, are dead 
in their home. No effort is being made to bring out the bodies, as every 
means is being used to save women and children, who in many cases are 
either standing in water on the second floor of their homes or have gone to 
the housetops and are suffering from the intense cold. 

West Indianapolis was cut off from the city when the great wast Wash- 
ington street bridge went out last night. An Associated Press correspondent, 
marooned there, said it was estimated that at leas 200 persons were drowned 
when he levee broke. The correspondent, from Chicago, had got only as far 
as West Indianapolis in 24 hours. 

An unverified rumor is that a large number of refugees sought shelter 
in Wolfe’s hall until the crowded floor gave way and scores may have 
been killed or seriously injurd. 

Families in one-story homes were at the mercy of the rush of water 
that followed the breaks in the levees. It is believed the bodies of these 
people will be found when the waters recede. 

Sixty passenger trains are shut out of the city on the lines entering 
from the West and al] the passengers are sharing the lot of the homeless 
refugees. 

The Assumption Parochial School is sheltering and feeding about 100 
women and children.

Town of 4000 Reported Destroyed. 
By Associated Press. 
COLUMBUS, 0O., March 26.—F rom 


Lake Erie to the Ohio River and from 
the Indiana to the Pennsylvania lines, 
Ohio today is experiencing the worst 
flood the State has ever known. With 
an appalling loss of life at Dayton, es- 
timated today to run over 500, almost 
every city and village in the State fol- 
lows with a death roll that cannot be 
counted until the water subsides. Al- 
though first reports had put the loss of 
life at Dayton as high as 5000, refugees 
arriving in Xenia from the flood-strick- 
en city said it would be below 1000. 
The most serious news early today was 
of Miamisburg, with a 
population of 4000, had been washed 
away. «Rains continued through most 
of the night. 

At least 150 persons were drowned in 
Columbus in the flood from the Scioto 
River, according to ' reports received 
from the flooded West Side section of 
the city this morning, when telephone 
communication was partly restored. N.- 
merous persons say they saw scores of 
bodies afloat down stream and dozens 
of persons carried away in houses, 

Gov. Cox today telegraphed the War 
Department at Washington: asking that 
50,000 tents and 100,000 rations be made 
available for use and distribution by 
the Ohio Nationel Guard, 

Bridges have been washed away; rail- 
way and interurban traffic is at a stand- 
stil and in many cities there is grave 
danger of fire loss due to the shutting 
down of plants supplying water. 

Gov. Cox estimated that more thin 
250,000 persons are homeless. The State 
is unable to cope with the situation in 
its entirety, and the Governor has 
called on the National Red Cross So- 
ciety and adjoining states for aid. Im- 
mediate need is for tents and food ‘for 
the homeless. Every militia company 
was ordered to report for duty today. 
The troops will be sent to points of 
the greatest emergency. The State Com- 
missary Department is making every ¢f- 
fort to rush supplies to the many 
points. 

The property damage cannot be calcii- 
lated, but it will run far into the mil!- 
lions. This includes actual loss by fire 
and flood and prospective loss where 
the farming lands have been washed 
away. No immediate relief from flood 
conditions is in sight, as rainy weather 
is promised. 

Families Spend Nieht in Trees. 

Stories are reaching Columbus of fam- 
ilies which spent the night in a drench- 
ing rain, in tree tops or on roofs of their 
flooded homes. Many of those marooned 
in the tree tops are believed to have 
been worn out from cold and fatigue

HRILLING experiences marked 
T the efforts of thase residents 
of Dayton, who had warning in 
time and struggled against great 
odds to higher ground. 


At Wyoming street on the South 
Side, where the National Cash Regis- 
ter Co. centered its efforts at re3- 
cue, Many saved their lives by 
creeping on a telephone cable 100 
feet above the flood. 


At first linemen crept along the 
cables carrying two ropes, to which 
the flat-bottomed boats were at- 
tached. When the flood became so 
fierce that the boats no longer were 
able to make way against it, men 
and women crept along the cables 
to safety. Others, less daring, saw 
darkness fall and gave up hope 2f 
rescue. 

“hose willing to risk their lives in 
the attempt to rescue found them- 
selves helpless in face of the -wa- 
ter, 

The first to seek safety by sliding 
his body along the telegraph con- 
duits was a man. Then came four 
women. The first of the women 
was Mrs. Luella Meyer. She is a 
widow, with a son in knee breeches. 





“Women 100 Feet Above Flood 
Climb Over Cable to Safety 


Her sou got out on the wire with 
agility of a cat, and was soon across. 
But Mrs. Meyer, when over the boil- 
ing torrent swayed as though faint, 
slipped and the crowd stood by with 
abated breath. 

By lucky chance her sense came 
bacx to her so that she could grasp 
one of the wires. Hand over hand 
she was able to slow!y pull herself 
to the nearest pole, where she 
rested before again making the 
trial. This time she did not falter, 
when she was picked up by the 
rescuers at the fatherest pole to- 
ward safety she was limp from 
nervous atid physical exhaustion. 

Then came two more women and 
under the advice of the people 
standing on safe ground they kept 
looking up and were not subjected 
to faintness. Then came a young 
man and his wife. The wife went 
first and when she reached safety 
she refused to get into the ambul- 
ance without her baby. 

Another five minutes and her hus- 
band had been brought out to safe 
ground. He had ‘the baby in a 
pillow slip and the youngster cele- 
brated his safe arrival to the ground 
by a lusty yell. Others followed to 


safety.

The Washington street bridge over the 
White River that connects Indianapo- 
lis and West Indianapolis closed for 
traffic late last night, early today was 
torn apart by the waters, the floor of 
the structure being carried away. 

With the breaking of day also came 
the proposition of feeding the refugees 
to the number of 106,000. The city has 
appropriated enough money to defray 
this expense today, but more will be 
needed tomorrow. A relief fund has 
been started and it is believed this will 
solve that problem.

People Cling to the Roofs. 

Many people still were clinging to 
roofs today. Several groups stood up 
on high places attempting to signal for 
help. It was believed that several motor 
boats brought from Winona Lake might 
be able to breast the flood. 

Daylight showed how great was the 
devastation wrought by the flood since 
last night when the Wabash River 
burst its banks. Houses, half sub- 
merged, were drifting away, other 
buildings appeared toppling over, bodies 
were recovered floating with the debris 
in the streets and only a spire indicated 
the location of a church. 

All the city officials were too busy 
with relief work to answer inquiries for 
information which came in from all 
Cirections over the few telephone wires 
in operation. 

The chief source of information was a 
telephone operator in a downtown build- 
ing, who, surrounded by water, had 
stuck to his post without food or drink- 
ing water 24 hours. 

Motor Boats For Rescue. 

Food supplies, clothing and other pro- 
visions for 5000 persons sent from nearby 
towns during the night had arrived to 
points within two and three miles of 
the downtown district, but at daylight 
currents of the water running between 
the business houses were too swift to 
admit of navigation by ordinary row 
boats. Three motor boats had been 
brought on interurban trains from Win- 
ona Lake, 50 miles away, and with these 
boats it was thought that not only food 
and water might soon be taken into 
the city, but also that the survivors 
might be rescued. 

No one was able correctly to estimate 
the number of drowned because of the 
many bodies that had been carried down 
the river and because of the total sub- 
of whole streets of houses 
known to have been occupied before the 
water came up, but the city officials 
agreed that the fatalities would not be 
less than three-score. All night long, 
while the city was in darkness because 
of the cutting off of the gas and electric 
light supply, men, women and children 
and in some instances entire families 


lay where they had crawled to the roofs | 


of the houses where they awaited day- 
night to bring relief. Hundreds of oth- 
ers were jammed in the courthouse and 
lodge buildings which are in the only 
four blocks of the city not under water.

“Sixty people downtown drowned is 
the nearest to a correct estimate of the 
fatalities,”” said Moore. “I have been 
looking out of the windows all afternoon 
and from the number of bodies I have 
seen floating down the street, I do not 
think the number drowned will exceed 
that number. 

“Only four blocks in the entire city 
are above water. In the other sections 
survivors have climbéd to the roofs an 
many passed the night there. Their 
sufferin from cold is intense and un- 
less boats soon are able to carry them 
to safety, other deaths will follow. 

“Before dark, I saw more than one 
of these survivors drop from exhaustion 
and slip into the water. 

“That many more people were not 
drowned was due to the fact that the 
residents had several days’ warning. 
The water rose steadily for several days 
and people moved to the upper stories 
of their homes.

“It was impossible that all of the 
people could have gotten away,” said 
the Logansport dispatch. 





FORTY DEAD AT 
BROOKVILLE, IND. 


CONNERSVILLE, Ind., March. 26.— 
Probably forty persons were drowned at 
Brookville, Franklin County, last night 
when they were caught in the flood 
from the east and west forks of White 
Water River, which meet in that town. 
Survivors tells of attempts of men, 
women and children to escape by the 
light of lanters after the electric light 
plant had been swamped. Cross cur- 
rents, carrying along streets and alleys, 
carried them down to a_— united 
stream a mile wide just south of the 
town, 

Five children, all of one family, were 
seen clinging to posts of a wooden bed 
when they were swept into the main 
stream and lost. 

The town is cut off and word came 
here from parties at Blooming _Grove 
and Everton, villages north of Brook- 
ville, to which appeal had been made. 

Five large wagon bridges, the Big 
Four railroad bridge and station and 
a paper mill were utterly destroyed. 
Fifty summer houses on White Wa- 
ter River, south of Brookville, are gone. 
People are gathering in churches for 
religious services. 








AT DELAWARE, 0. 
~ SCORES IN TREE 


DELAWARE, ©., March %.—Rescue 
work continued this morning in the 
flooded districts and thelist of dead 
was changed from time to time. Several 
reported dead were found after day- 
light and others telieved to have been 
saved were reported dead. However, the 
dead probably will number 40 or 60. It 
is hard to communicate with the main 
business section of Delaware. 

Scores of persons !ast night ciung to 
tops of trees, roofs of houses and other 
available things. Fires were built along 
the banks of the river to cheer the ma- 
rooned ones, while desperate efforts to 
rescue continued. 

Life-saving crews from Toledo and 
Cleveland lake stations were called.

Walter Raines, who was thrown into 
the Oletangy River when the Big Four 
bridge’ was washed cut, clung for hours 
tc the tree top which he caught. Hun- 
dreds of persons along the banks stood 
in a drenching rain and cheered the 
rescuers who tried in vain to reach him. 
The river began to recede at night. 

Mayor Leas was reported drowned, 
tut saved himself by catching the roof 
ef a shed. 

A wall of water 7 feet high rushed 
through the main section of the city 
end the five main bridges connecting 
the east and main sections were swept 
away. 

Four persons were thrown into the 
river when the Big Four bridge zave 
way. Three were rescued immediate- 
ly. Just as the bridge was swept out a 
man, clinging to the roof of a house 
heing swept ‘downstream waved his 
shirt at the people on the shore and 
then was lost to view, as the house 
crumpled when it struck the bridge. 

Several buildings of Ohio Wesleyan

One baby, unidentified, was rescued 
as it floated downstream. Another 
baby could not be recovered. 

Silas Smith, .whose wife and children 
were drowned, grasped the roof of a 
house as it floated downstream and 
drifted safely into*°a lumber yard. 

By climbing into a tree the Rev. Eu- 
gene Bush rescued two babies and sey- 
eral adults. Taking a rope with him, 
the pastor fastened it to a tree and 
threw it to those who were being car- 
ried downstream on the roof of a house.

MANY OTHER RIVERS UP 





Gasconade Is in Flood and Many 
of the Illinois Streams Are 
Beyond Banks. 





By 12 o'clock Wednesday morning the 
Mississippi River at St. Louis’ had 
feached a stage of 25.3 feet above low 
Water, having risen five feet in <4 
forecast 


hours. The Weather Bureau 
Tuesday was that the river would reach 
2 feet by Wednesday morning. The 
flood stage is 30 feet. 

Weather Forecaster Hays said he had 
no reason to expect flood stage in the 
Mississippi although on account of 
disabled wire service he has received 
but meager reports from many points 
on the upper Mississippi, the Illinois, 
the Missouri and the smaller streams 
in this State which feed the Missouri. 

“The Illinois River,’’ the forecaster 
gaid, “is very high. We sent out flood 
warnings all along the stream Monday. 
There is a continued rise, with prospect 
of higher stages. At La Salle the Illi- 
nois is eight feet above flood. At 
Beardstown it is three and a half feet 
above. We have been unable to get re- 
‘ports from Peoria and other points be- 
cause of wire trouble. 

“The Mississippi above the Missouri 
‘4s rising gradually, although there has 

“ been comparatively little rain up there. 

The Missouri above the Osage is prac- 

tically stationary. We have a report 
of a fall of two-tenths of a foot. 

“We have had no report from the 
Osage River for two days—more wire 
trouble. The Gasconade is in flood, and 
as there have been .very heavy rains 
on the water sheds of these two rivers 
it fs likely that the Osage also is in 
flood. 

“The Missouri below the Osage is in 
flood all the way. Much rain has 
fallen in the neighborhood of the con- 
fluence of the Missouri and the Mis- 
‘gissippi. Most of the rain which ac- 
counts for the rise at St. Louis has 
fallen along the Illinois, the Osage and 
the Gasconade. 

“We expect a stage of 26 feet at St. 
Louls by night.” - 

. St. Louts Snowstorm Begins. 

A snowstorm of midwinter aspect 
began in St. Louis at 7:05 in the 
morning and continued steadily. The 
weather forecaster said that snow was 
falling in large sections of Missouri, 
Iowa and Oklahoma. 

The melting of the snow, provided 
higher temperature follows quickly, is 
expected to add materially to the rise 
fn the rivers. 

At 10:30 a. m. the Weather Bureau 
‘peported the conditions favorable for a 
“heavy falt of snow, and predicted a 
drop in temperature to 24° degrees 
Wednesday night. 

The forecaster said the river at St. 
Louis will continue to rise at a moder- 
ate rate, the water now in sight in- 
dicating a stage slightly in excess of 27 
feet by Thursday night or Friday, with 
rain and snow continuing. 

Residents along the Meramec River 
and in the Creve Coeur Lake neighbor- 
hood, in St. Louis County, are reported 
as being much alarmed by flood condi. 
tions. The big and the little lakes at 
Creve Coeur, which are half a mile 
apart, are joined by water. About a 
dozen houses are on this strip of land 
between the two lakes. They are on 
high ground, put are surrounded by wa- 
_ter, and the occupants fear that the 
Missouri River will overflow into the 
‘Jakes and greatly augmgnt the flood. 
The river water was only a mile away 
at 10 a. m.

Funerals Fill the Street as Business 


Men Meet and 


Lay Plans to Re- 


build the Stricken City---Prevention 
of Rent Extortion and Distribution 
of $250,000 Relief Fund are Prob- 


lems.

. OMAHA, Neb., March 26.—Burying the dead and work of re- 
construction occupied tornado-stricken Omaha today. Paying last 
‘rites occupied the time of thousands of persons during the day. One 


‘hundred funerals were held in all parts of the city. 


Many of the 


bodies recovered from wrecks of Sunday’s storm were cared for at 

‘ undertaking establishments and a great number of the funerals were 
held from those places. Whenever possible friends of stricken fami- 

"lies teok care of the bodies and had them prepared for burial. 


In many instancés churches were de- 
molished in the districts covered by the 


storm; others were so badly wrecked as 
to prevent them being used for burial 
purposes. 
City Has Another Cold Snap. 

* Another period of unseasonable cold 
followed yesterday’s snowstorm, and 
increased today the already long list of 
sufferers from the storm. Vehicles of all 
kinds were commandeered to carry relief 
to the storm vicitms, fuel being most in 
demand. 

During the night the search of ruins 
continued, but only one body was re- 
ported recovered, that of another negro 
buried in the Idlewild Pool Hall debris. 
The authorities intend to uncover all 
the wreck speedily, in order to remove 
any bodies that may be buried beneath 
the mass of bricks and broken timbers 
cf demolished buildings. 

Today, for the first time since the 
storm, systematic search of the ruins 
was begun. A search is expected to 
bring to light any cases of death or in- 
jury not already reported. 

Latest estimates of the dead from the 
storm in Omaha kept the number at 
approximately 200, although the Com- 
mercial Club gave out a statement put- 
ting the figure at 141. This took in the 
“counted dead’”’ only, and it is believed 
additions will have to be made to this 
list. The number of dead in surround- 
ing towns remains close to 60. 

Two more bodies were found in Council 
Bluffs today. They were those of J. Al- 
bert Johnson and his wife, whose home 
was wrecked. . 

Rent Extortion Fought. 

The Real Estate Exchange has taken 
steps to prevent the raising of rents. 
Already cases of attempted extortion 
have been reported, some by members 
of the exchange itself. Executives of 
that body decided to deal harshly with 
any owners found taking advantage of 
those forced to hunt new homes on ac- 
count of the tornado.

Red Cross Official 
on His Way to Omaha 
Turns Back to Ohio 
CHICAGO, March 26. 
URRYING to Omaha to assist 
HH in relief work in that city, 
Director Ernest P. Bicknell 
of the American National Red 
Cross Society halted here today in 
order to go to the flooded dis- 
tricts in Indiana and Ohio. He de- 
parted early this morning for Day- 
ton, Ohio, and will endeavor to 
reach the stricken city by way of 
Terre Haute, Ind. 

Director Bicknell left Washington 
Monday for Omaha and was not 
informed of the serious situation in 
Indiana and. Ohio until he reached 
here this morning. He wired 
Omaha and received word from his 
representative in the Nebraska city 
that the relief work there was well 
in hand. He then decided to hurry 
to the flood-stricken districts in 
Indiana and Ohio. 

Before departing Bickenll ar- 
ranged with officers of the United 
Charities to raise funds for the 
flood sufferers and as a result sev- 
eral thousand dollars were _ sub- 
scribed to the fund within a few 
hours. 

Seores of offers of clothing, pro- 
visions and furniture were received 
by the United Charities, but no at- 
tempt will be made to distribute 
these until word has been received 
from Bicknell.

This institution will begin at 
once the task of at least partly re- 
constructing many homes. 

A public appeal sent out by the Com- 
mercial Club says that 642 homes were 
totally wrecked, 1669 were damaged and 
2179 persons made homeless. This census 
was taken by representatives of the club 
and the statement given officially. 

Dayton’s Sympathy Returned. 

An unusual incident in connection 
with the storm was the receipt by Mayor 
Dahlman of a syntpathetic telegram 
from the Mayor of Dayton, O. Today 
Mayor Dahlman telegraphed the Dayton 
executive a similar message in connec- 
tion with the flood in the Ohio town. 

The task of giving permanent relief 
tothe sufferers in Omaha became al- 
most herculean. Although $250,000 has 
already been provided, the work of sys- 
tematically distributing this money has 
become a serious problem. City officials 
have taken up the work temporarily, but 
they are preparing to turn it over to

Nebraska To Give $100,000 To Relieve 
Tornado Sufferers. 
LINCOLN, Neb., March 2%.—The 
State of Nebraska will appropriate 
$100,000 for the aid of the tornado suf- 
ferers in Eastern Nebraska, this money 
to be expended by a committee of 
seven of which Gov. Moorehead is to 
be chairman. This action was decided 
upon late yesterday at a conference 
with the Governor by ten members of 
the Legislature appointed to represent 
the House and the Senate.

On the petition of the Post-Dispatch 
the commission will investigate the 
bridge arbitrary and pass upon the 
4uestion of its obolition or a discrima- 
tion charge unless meantime it is abol- 
ished by the United States Court. 

An order was issued by the commis- 
sion suspending the effective date of 
the proposed advance from April 1 to 
July 30. Meanwhile a thorough inquiry 
will be made to determine the reasona- 
dleness of the increase which the roads 
have proposed. Necessarily this will in- 
volvye a consideration of the existing 
rates, which the Post-Dispatch and the 
St. Louis Business Men’s League in 
their formal petitions asked to have 
reduced at least 5 cents a ton. 

The railroads propose to increase the 
rate on coal shipments from all mines 
but especially those in group No. 2. 
‘The rate from mines in this group, 
which supply most of the coal consumed 
‘by St. Louis industries at present, is 52 
cents per ton and the railroads contend 
‘that it must be raised to 57% cents to 
‘tbe remunerative. 

The Commission’s formal order is 
based on the ground that the public 
interests appear to be injuriously af-

Messmore is one of Richardson’s 
creditors. He was serving, as foreman of 
the grand jury when the exchange di- 
rectors met Tuesday afternoon. 


Lang Is Chairman. 

Bert H. Lang of the Lang Commission 
Co. was directed to act as chairman of 
the committee, the other members of 
which are Fred W. Seele of Seele Bros. 
Commission Co., Edward M. Flesh, vice- 
president of the C. H. Albers Commis- 
sion Co.; Henry C. Schultz of the 
Schultz & Niemeler Commission Co., and 
Fred C. Orthwein, vice-president of the 
William D. Orthwein Commission “‘o.

Bar Association Committee to 
Recommend Changes at Meet- 
ing on April 4. 





PLAN’ IS TO SAVE TIME 


System Would’ Be Introduced in 
Circuit Courts in Order to 
Expedite Work. 


A meeting under the auspices of the 
Bar Agsociation has been called for 
Friday afternoon, April 4, at the Court 
House to consider a revision of pro- 
cedure in the St. Louis Circuit Court. 

The proposed change is designated to 
expedite business and relieve the pre- 
sent congested condition of the dockets 
of the nine civil divisions of court. A 
set of revised rules, which has been 
prepared by a committee of the Bar 
Association, consisting of Richard A. 
Jones, chairman; Frank H. Sullivan, 
former Judge George H. Williams and 
J. Lionberger Davis, acting with a 
committee of Circuit Judges, William T. 
Jones, Hugo Grimm and?’George C. 
Hitchcock, will be submitted to the 
meeting. 

By revising three rules which now 
govern the practice in the local State 
courts it is believed by the jdint com- 
mittee that many delays in the law 
now experienced by litigants can be 
eliminated. 

Room for Preliminaries. 

The proposed change provides that 
Court Room No. 1 shall be set aside as 
a court in whieh preliminaries of liti- 
gation shall be determined. Each judge, 
according ito the rules prepared, shall 
serve as presiding judge for six months, 
to sit in No. 1, All suits when filed 
shall be assigned to this division and 
it becomes the duty of the presiding 
judge to decide motions, demurrers and 
other questions of pleadings affecting 
the cases. He also shall hear all sum- 
mary applications. 

After the pleadings in a case have 
been prepared and the issues are made 
up ready for trial, the presiding judge 
shall assign such case to another divi- 
sion for a hearing on its merits. 

Under the revision there shall be a 
call of the docket in No. 1 on Friday of 
each week for the purpose of assigning 
and setting cases for trial during the 
second week thereafter, or at such time 
as the presiding judge may direct. Coun- 
sel having cases on this docket must be 
present at the call thereof. 

Such docket shal] be prepared by the 
clerk, who, under the direction of the 
presiding judge, must place thereon a 
number of suits reasonably sufficient to 
provide at least a week’s business for 
the divisions to which the work is to be 
assig::cd. Only cases ready for trial are 
to be on this docket and they shall be 
arranged in the order in which original- 
ly filed, the older cases first. 

Would Avoid Conflicting Rulings. 
Two or more cases involving similar 
questions of law or fact may, in the dis- 
cretion of the presiding judge, be as- 
signed to the same division, it is pro- 
posed. This, it is believed by the com- 
mittee, would lessen the chance of con- 
flicting opinions among judges of the 
same jurisdiction. 

According to the proposed new rules, 
all cases pending in the civil divisions 
rot tried during the week designated, 


 gshall be returned to No. 1 to be set for 
trial again. 


In the event it appears to 
the judge of any division that he can 
not, during the day on which set, begin 
the trial of a case, he shall inform the 
presiding judge, who may forthwith 
make — thereof to another 
court. 

It is pe Hiaea that the new rules, if 
adopted, shall become effective in July. 
According to their terms, Judge Grimm, 
who now presides in Court No. 1, would 
be the’ first presiding judge. 

Approved by Judges. 

The committee. of the Bar Associa- 
tion, which took the initiative in the 
matter, decided to recommend the re- 
vision after considerable investigation 
concerning the’ practice in courts of 
other jurisdictions, and after consulta- 
tion with the committee of Circuit 
Judges. 

A general meeting of meinbers of the 
bar was called at the suggestion of the 
committee of Judges with the object of 
enabling all lawyers to consider the pro- 
nosed amendments and the advisability 
of endeavoring to have them adopted by 
the Circuit Court. 

One of the Bar Association Committee 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day that the revision of practice as 
proposed is not a matter for legislation, 
but lies within the discretion of the 
Court. He said many lawyers are en- 
thusiastically in favor of the proposi- 
tion, and it is believed the change, if 
made, will result in doing away with 
many delays in justice. 

As a time-saver, he said, the amenda- 
ments would abolish the motion hour in 
eight divisions at nearly every session 
of court, when time is taken up in dis- 
posing of preliminaries. 

Could Double Work. 

Tt is believed, he said, that under the 
new plan the courts could dispose of 
twice as much business as at present 
and that cases would be tried within 
three days after return day, instead cf 
a delay of three or four months before 
a setting is made. 

It also, the committeeman said, 
would prove a convenience to lawyers 
and litigants who are now compelled to 
sit around court two or three days wait- 
ing to get into the trial of their casas. 
Jurors, too, he said, would spend less 


time in court. This would result tn 
a saving to the State.

As Private Citizen He Has 
Given Much Time and 
Money in Ten Years in 


Working for the Free 
Bridge and for the Aboli- 
tion of Grade Crossings. 


The Post-Dispatch today presents for 
the information of voters the record of 
Frank H. Gerhart, candidate of the 
Progressive party for Mayor of  5t. 
Louis: 

Gerhart is a native of St. Louis. He 
is 53 years old, married, and lives at 
4900 Lindell boulevard. He is a lawyer 
and real estate agent. 

Gerhart never has held a public office, 
and this is his first appearance {n the 
field of local politics as a candidate. 
Yen years ago he began taking an 
active interest in public and civic af- 
fairs. He became one of the earliest 
advocates of the free bridge. 

In 1904 he was the author of a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Real Estate Ex- 
change advocating the issuance of bonds 
to build the bridge. He was appointed 
chairman of the Free Bridge Committee 
of the Exchange, and later also chair- 
man of the Grade Crossings Committee. 
In his capacity as chairman of these 
committees he attended virtually every 
public hearing before the Municipal As- 
sembly, Board of. Public Improvements 
er the Mayor on these subjects. In 1906 
he took an active part in the campaign 
for the bridge bond issue of $3,500,000, 
which was a part of an $11,000,000 bond 
issue for new hospitals, municipal 
buildings and sewer and street improve- 
ments. In that campaign he coined the 
slogan, ‘“‘No Bridge, No Bonds,”’ which 
was used effectively. He has spoken 
before many civic and imporvement as- 
sociations for a free bridge and against 
grade crossings in the past six or seven 
years. 

Has Given Money to Work. 

In the matter of procuring legislation 
from Congress, especially an act grant- 
ing St. Louis the powér of eminent do- 
inain and thus giving the city authority 
to condemn land for bridge approaches 
or other purposes in Illinois, Gerhart 
took a leading part. He was also ac- 
tive in contesting the suit of Isaac H. 
Lionberger and others challenging the 
validity of the free bridge bonds. He 
bas given his time and money in the 
promotion of bis plans for free bridge 
and grade crossing work. Friends who 
are in his confidence say he has spent 
out of his private fortune in this work 
considerably more money than the four 
years’ salary of the Mayor. 

An instance of Gerhart’s activity in 
free bridge matters is found in the fight 
to pass the Chouteau avenue site bill 
over the veto of former Mayor Rolla 
Wells. Nine votes were required to pass 
tlhe bill. Eight members of the Council 
had pledged themselves to vote to pass 
tne bill over the veto, three were against 
it, and one member had started on a 
hunting trip. Gerhart caught him at 
Union Statior, and persuaded him to 
go to the Council and vote to pass the 
bil’. 

Andrew J. O'Reilly, former president 
of the Board of Public Improvements, 
advocated the building of a unit-plan 
bridge, with the west approach dropped 
to the surface at Fourth street. Ger- 
hart jed the fight against the O’Reilly 
plan and succeeded in getting through

legislation for a double-decker bridge, 
with the west approach coming to the 
ground at Seventh street. 

His Bills Knocked Out. 

Af chairman of a Real Estate Ex- 
change committee, Gerhart took part, 
in the movement to abolish grade cross- 
ings. His fight has always included 
the proposition that the railroads must 
pay all of the consequential damages 
and real estate owners and the city 
none. 

He was the author of the Tower 
Grove grade crossing bills, which di- 
rected the Missouri Pacific and Frisco 
raliroads to depress their tracks at Tow- 
er Grove avenue. He drew these bills 
and got them passed by the Municipal 
Assembly after President O'Reilly of the 
Board of Public Improvements had 
issued a declaration that he would not 
prepare or submit any bill directing the 
‘ailroads to depress the tracks, and had 
ignored a resolution by the Municipal 
Assembly making such a demand upon 
him. O’Reilly’s bills proposed that the 
city street should be depressed. They 
were defeated, and Gerhart’s bills were 
passed. They recently were declared un- 
constitutional by the Supreme Court, 
on the ground that they had not origi- 
nated with:the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, and that they were unreasonable 
in their requirements of the railroads. 
The decision of the court in this case up- 
held the principle that St. Louis had the 
inherent police power to compel the 
railroads to depress their tracks. 

The estimated cost of depressing the 
tracks according to the Gerhart ordi- 
nances was $1,500,000. The estimated cost 
of the O’Reilly plan of depressing the 
street instead of the railroad tracks was 
$500,000. The railroads enveres the 
O’Reilly plan.

great deal of valuable 
evidence in the actual prosecution 
of the Terminal ‘Railroad Association 
for violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. This suit resulted in the Supreme 
Court holding that the Terminal Asso- 
ciation was a combination in restraint 
of trade, and handing down a decree di- 
-ecting It to abolish the bridge arbitrary 
and to do other things to rsersearine with 
the law. 

In this suit Gerhart furnished the Gia 
ernment the names of many of its wit- 
nesses, the information which brought 
to light the fact that the railroads main- 
tained the Coal Traffic Bureau, an agen- 
ey through which coal rates were made 
and the arbitrary on coal maintained, 
and also furnished records which en- 
abled the Government to get into the 
record the history of the financial or- 
ganization of the association. 

This case originally was tried before 
the four Judges of the United States 
Circuit Court, comprising the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. The four Judges, in 
their opinion, were divided equally. Two 
favored the dissolution of the Termi- 
nal, and two opposed. The Sherman anti- 
trust law made no provision in break- 
ing a tie in such cases. This condition 
ef affairs resulted in much delay in the 
final determination of the suit, but at 
length it was dismissed by the Court of 
Appeals and taken on appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. Gerhart 
conceived the idea of having the Sher- 
man anti-trust law amended to provide 
that where the court was divided equal- 
ly a fifth Judge should be called into the 
case,

Worked Before C ongress. 

He had an amendment prepared, and 
went to Washington, paying personally 
the greater part of the expense of a com- 
mittee from the Real Estate Exchange. 
He presented his amendment to the 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee of 
the House of Representatives, and ob- 
tained from him a pledge to incorporate 
the amendment in the bill. This was 
done, the amendment was passed, and 
has been useful in several Other im- 
portant cases tried since its enactment. 

Gerhart disagreed with the administra- 
tion in the matter of the East Side ap- 
proach for the free bridge. The admin- 
istration favored what is known as the 
Reber approach. Gerhart opposed it on 
the ground that the approach terminated 
between the lines of railroads belonging 
¢o the Terminal Railroad Associatin, and 
for the further reason that no new rail- 
road could be built to the approach with- 
out obtaining an ordinance to cross 
streets and alleys in East St. Louls. 

He advocated a northeast approach, 
which terminates beyond the limits of 
East St. Louis. Asserting that the Reber 
approach would not make the bridge 
really free, and carry out the mandate 
of the people as expressed when they 
uuthorized the bond issue of $3,500,000, 
he opposed the issuance of $2,750,000 of 
additional bonds to complete the bridge. 
He was one of the leaders of the 
fight against the bonds the three 
times they were submitted to a vote and 
failed of the two-thirds majority neces- 
sary to carry. He has announced that 
he will continue to be against addi- 
tional bond issues until some approach 
is selected that will in his opinion pre- 
vent the-bridge from being ‘“‘bottled up 
en woen the lines of unfriendly rail- 
roads.’ 

Gerhart clung to this belief even after 
the Supreme Court decision in the Gov- 
ernment suit which was that the Ter- 
minal must permit any and all railroads 
to use all of its terminal facilities on 
equal terms. 

No official estimate of the cost of 
the northeast or Gerhart approach has 
been made. Gerhart says it would cost 
from $75 to $100 a lineal foot. The ad- 
ministration holds that its cost would 
be prohibitive, probably running up to 
$4,000,000 or $5,000,000 and that an attempt 
to build it would involve St. Louis in 
long litigation with East St. Louis. 

Opposed the City Charter. 

Gerhart was one of the leaders jn the 
fight against the proposed new cits 
harter, submitted to the people in Fep- 
ruary, 1911. He opposed the charter on 
the ground that it concenfrated tow 
much power !n the Mayor, gave the 
Board of Public Improvements too mu: 
discretionary power in the matter of as- 
sessing costs of public improvements 
abolished the House of Delegates, and 
contained what he termed an unwor‘- 
able provision for a recall. The recall 
provision required petitions for the re- 
call of any public official must be signed 
by 2% per .cent of the voters. A fur 
ther ground of his objection was that 
the charter contained no provision 107 
the initiative and referendum.

Assistant Attorney-General John M. At- 
kinson, author of the Dill, disagrees with 
this view, and declares that St. Louis, 
under the law, will retain control over 
grade crossings and its waterworks. 
William F. Woerner, former Associate 
City Counselor and author of the Re- 
vised Code of St. Louis of 197, agrees 
with Gerhart. After Gerhart had ex- 
pressed his views on this subject a com- 
mittee was sent by the Municipal As- 
sembly to Jefferson City to request the 

Legislature to-amend the law to restore 
te St. Louis the powers which Gerhart 
said had been taken away from it. At- 
kinson told the committee that the city’s 
powers were not abridged. The effect of 
the law upon St. Louts is still under 
discussion among lawyers. 

Gerhart in 19099 supported the scheme 
of property owners designed to take the 
railroad tracks off of the Catlin tract 
and put them in Forest Park to en- 
hance the value of the private property. 
The plan was gotten up by Julius Pitz- 
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man and as a bid for public support it 


carried a proposition to abolish the 
Srade crossing at Union avenue and the 
bark and the grade crossing at other 
points. 

Three times the Post-Dispatch ex- 
posed and defeated the plan. 

This plan was rejected by the Board 
of Public Improvements. Gerhart, at 
the time, was the owner of a piece of 
property at De Baliviere and Water- 
man avenues, within the district which 
would have been benefited by the re- 








moval of the railroad tracks. 

Gerhart virtually has retired from 
business. He is wealthy and has large 
real estate investments in St. Louis.

Attorney-General to Take Im- 
mediate Steps If Governor 
Signs the Orr Bill. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 26.—That 
he. will take immediate steps to bring 
about a reduction of fire insurance rates 
if Gov. Major signs the Orr bill re- 
pealing the Oliver rating law was the 
assertion this morning of Ajtorney- 
General John T. Barker. 

He has been making some investi- 
gations since he took office and found 
that in many quarters in the State and 
upon a large number of risks the rates 
have been trebled. This condition will 
speedily be remedied by ouster proceed- 
ings if the Orr bill meets th Governor's 
approval, he says. 

‘“T can and will compel the fire in- 


fair rates if the companies are restored 
to the competitive basis as the Orr 
bill provides,’’ Said Barker. 

‘“Tnless the fire companies: of Mis- 
souri immediately restore competition

| held repeatedly that when corporations 
conspire together even to do a thing 
sanctioned by law it constitutes a vio- 
lation of the anti-trust act. Besides, 
'the rates which companies are charging 
are illegal, for the reason that the in- 
surance suPerintendent of Missouri, un- 
der the Oliver law, would not approve 
them, but expressly told the companies 
not, to attempt to put them into effect. 

“T do not fear but that I can make an 
ouster suit stick against them, and I 
will bring it if this Orr bill is signed and 
the fire insurance companies do not im- 
mediately restore full and free competi- 
tion in this State.’’ 

The Attorney-General gave expression 
to his views of the Oliver law while the 
Orr bill was pending in the Legislature. 
He declared the Orr bill should pass, 
for the reason that the Oliver law mada 
insurance business a monopoly when it 
is not essentially a monopoly. 

“Under this Oliver law,”’ he said, “‘the 
State undertakes not only to guarantee 
every company a profit, but goes fur- 
ther and provides that any agent charg- 
ing less than the rate approved by the 
insurance superintendent may be ar- 
rested and punished. 


People Have No Remedy. 


“Another thing,’ this Oliver law 
lodges too much power in the hands 
of an insurance superintendent. The 
companies are given their recourse in 
the courts if the superintendent makes 
an unreasonable reduction in the rates, 
but the people have no remedy at all 
if the insurance superintendent ap- 
proves a rate that is exorbitantly high.’’ 

The only protest so far on file 
against the Orr Dill, which is await- 
ing the Governor’s approval or veto, 
was that filed by Senator Whitledge, 
Republican Senator from St. Marys. 
Gov. Major says he has received no 
notice from any person wanting to be 
heard against the bill or otherwise and 
that he has set no day for a hearing 
upon it, and will not until a hearing is 
asked for.

The works to the east were carried by 
storm, the Bulgarian infantry driving 
out the Ottoman defenders at the point 
of the bayonet. 

A large number of prisoners and siege 
guns were captured by the Bulgarians. 

At an early hour this morning fires 
were raging in various sections of the 
beleaguered city. The maddened popu- 
lation whose nerves had been shat- 
tered by the almost incessant bombard- 
ment for a period of over five months 
was fleeing about the streets from one 
point to another, not knowing where 
to find shelter. 

The great artillery arsenal in the city 
was burning and the barracks lying be- 
tween the hospital and the northern 
forts were in flames. 

The Bulgarians in strong force gradu- 
ally advanced their lines. 

By short rushes the infantrymen ap- 
proached near enough to prepare for 
the final dash. 

On all sides the combined movement 
of the attackers on the resisting city 
was continued. 

Way Clear for Assault. 

The Bulgarian infantry had reached 
within 300 yards of the main forts at 5 
o'clock last evening. They entrenched 
themselves there, while ammunition 
and provisions were brought up from 
the rear and preparations were made 
for the final assault. 

The entire line of fortresses defend- 
ing the eastern side of the city was 
captured by the Bulgarians after a most 
spectacular assault at the point of the 
bayonet by long lines of infantry, which 
were strengthened rapidly by the sec- 
ond or reserve lines. @ 

The eastern forts soon fell in 
hands and Bulgarian batteries were im- 
mediately placed in position to concen- 
trate their fire on the other works. The 
way was thus cleared for a direct as- 
sault on the city itself.

Rudolph Karch of Mascoutah looks 


upon a summons to jury service as a 


mandate that must be obeyed. He swam 


and waded through flood waters and 


trudged over miles of muddy country 
roads to reach Belleville Tuesday and 


report to the Court. 

Karch had been sammoned as a juror 
in the County Court and was to appear 
in court at 9 a. m. Because of floods 
no trains were running on the Louls- 
ville & Nashville railroad. Karch start- 
ed for Belleville on horseback. 

Before he had gone far he found the 
road under water. He tried to force 
his horse through the water, but it shied 
and threw him into the water. His foot 
caught in the stirrup and for a moment 
he was in danger of drowning, but he 
disengaged it and swam out. His horse 
ran away. 

After changing his clothes, Karch 
started to walk to Belleville, preferring 
not to take any more chances with a 
skittish saddle-horse. 

Across Silver Creek bottom a new road 
was built during the past summer at a 
cost of $8000, which was a foot above 
all previous high-water marks, but 
Karch found it three feet under water. 
He waded through water four miles 
across the valley. Reaching higher 
ground, he trudged on the Belleville, ar- 
riving there at 3 p. m. 

Water-soaked and muddy and bedrag- 
gled, he went into the County Court and 
apologized to Judge Hay for his tardi- 
ness. Judge Hay heard his story, and 
looked him over, and then excused him 
from service. Karch is waiting in Belle- 
ville for a train to take him back to 
Mascoutah. 

Mascoutah is 10 miles from Belleville. 
For four miles the road is under water, 
through which Karch waded. Parts of 
the new road, built on a fill, have been 
washed out since Karch passed over the 
road.

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[ RELIEF FOR FLOOD SUFFERERS. 

Profoundly moved by the loss of life in the 
storms and floods that have devastated the Middle 
West, the dominant popular thought is that of 
sympathy and relief for the suffering survivors. 
We have had greater proportionate destruction 
concentrated in one city or district, as in the 
Johnstown and Galveston floods, and the San 
Francisco earthquake, but none so widespread in 
extent, affecting so many populous cities and 
towns. 

The estimates of life losses are fortunately di- 
minished by later reports, but estimates of prop- 
erty losses and of the number of persons made 
homeless and destitute are rapidly increasing. Ap- 
palling destruction has been wrought at Dayton, 
Hamilton, Piqua, Troy and Columbus, O., in In- 
dianapolis and Peru, Ind., and in numerous other 
towns. Probably many stricken places have not 
been heard from. 

The number of homeless and destitute persons 
These people 
have been deprived of everything. They must be 
provided with shelter, clothing, food, medical re- 
quirements until they can find new homes and 
the means of living. The need is immediate and 
great. Already appeals for aid have been issued 
by the National Red Cross Society, by Gov. Cox 
of Ohio, by the authorities of stricken cities. 

St. Louis should be in the forefront of the relief 
movement. Citizens should organize a Relief Com- 
mittee to receive money and supplies, and to co- 
operate with other relief organizations. 

The Post-Dispatch contributes $500 to the 
relief fund. We will accept and acknowledge oth- 
er contributions, and remit them to an authorized 
local committee or cirectly to the Red Cross So- 
ciety.

_ FINISHES STRONG, 
DEFEATING FORD 





Effort to Break Through Guard 
of Carlinville Man

ARTY ROWAN of St. Louis defeated Barney Ford of Philadelphia, Tues- 


day night, at the Future City Athletic Club, but during the eight rounds 
of the bout Ford gave frequent demonstrations of the fact that he is a 
very busy man in the ring and a dangerous one, too, if his opponent is not on 


guard, 

The men had agreed to box at 148 
pounds, weigh in at 6 o’clock, but at 
that hour Rowan was three pounds over 
that weight and, as a consequence, for- 
felted 5 per cent of his share of the 
receipts to Ford. Both entered the ring 
looking to be in good condition, and the 
strenuous work they survived in the 
course of the bout proved that they 
were. 

The bout between these two boxers 


' Can hardly be classed as.an exhibition 





of clever boxing, but for hard and rapid 
hitting and a willingness on the part 
of both boxers to receive, in order to 
give punishment, it was both inter- 
esting and satisfying. They seldom stood 
apart and boxed, but, for the most part 
were so close together that long-arm 
straight punches or swings were out 
of the question. They dealt each 


_ other short jolts and choppy blows that

Jarred and bruised, but none of them 
was of the kind that put a man down 
and out with a single punch. They 
were of the kind that exhaust. the 
strength and leave the arms and legs 
very tired. In a contest of this kind 
endurance is what tells and it resolves 
itself into a question of reserve strength 
and generalship in preserving it until 
most needed. 
Rowan'’s Strategy Successful. 
Rowan did this last night to the 
greatest advantage and it unquestion- 
ably had much to do with his victory 
over the Philadelphia fighter. At the 
ty beginning of the first round Ford, 
tly having been informed . of 
Rowan’s style of covering up in the 
beginning of a bout, dashed into his 
opponent and tried to break down his 
guard by hitting everything in sight, 
fneluding head, gloves, arms and body, 
but he was unsuccessful in reaching 
any nerve center that might daze or 
disable. During this entire round Row- 
an scarcely made an effort to lead, but 
was careful not to leave himself un- 


| for a moment. With lowered 
he either stood still or bored

toward his opponent while the latter 
was punching straight, swinging, hook- 
ing and uppercutting in an endeavor to 
land a telling blow. 

The second round was much the 
same, except that Rowan was forced 
to do some holding, and once he let go 
with a powerful short right-hand punch 
that brought blood from Ford's nose.

The first two rounds belonged to Ford 
by a large margin, due mostly to his 
aggressiveness. 


Rowan unbelted in the third round, 
and from then on to the ending of the 
tout held the advantage, with the ex- 
ception of some short intervals when 
lord would tear loose with right and 
left punches in an endeavor to turn the 
tide. 


Then Rowan would cover and let Ford 
spend his strength. So long as his strength 
lasted, the Philadelphia man never faltered, 
but even so early as the ending of the 
third round, he began to show signs of dis- 
tress, 

The fourth and fifth rounds were much 
the same, except that there was much clinch- 
Ing in both, more than there should have 
been, and in the fourth round Ford had to 
be cautioned a few times for hitting while 
holding, though to the credit of Ford it 
must be said that he apparently tried hard 
to observe the rules and was quick to let 
go when ordered to do so. In these two 
rounds the boxers had stood toe to toe and 
exchanged blows as fast and as hard as 
their strength would permit. : 

In the sixth round Ford was severely pun- 
ished and at one time he seemed in danger 
of being knocked out because his strength 


was so exhausted that he hardly had enough 


left to properly defend himself. He lasted 
through this round, however, but in the next 
two was obliged to do much holding and 
clinching to save himself from a knockout. 
One good punch might have done it, but he 
was clever enough to avoid this and stay 
to the end,

The Meakin-for-Mayor meeting was 
preceded by a suffragist parade, the 
women later attending the political gath- 
ering.

Some years ago the voters of Univer- 
sity City voted a bond issue of $25,000 
to bridge the River des Peres at the 
6600 crossing.

Heman told his hearers Tuesday night 
that he is not running as the adminis- 
tration candidate, nor for any other fac- 
tion, but is in the race for harmony’s 
sake. 

Heman was nominated by a Lewis 
committee, being called from his bed at 
10 p. m. on the last day for the filing of 
candidates’ petitions.
